Several of the wounded will die. 
Among the dead are Capt, A. E. Capron, Hamilton Fish, Jr., Privates Til- 


man, Dawson, Dougherty, W. I. Edwin, Dix, York, Bejork, E. Eoble, Berlin 
and Lenmoofc, and Corporal White. 


Twelve Spaniards were found uead in the buiben. Their loss is doubtless 


greater. The Spanish had every advantage in cambers and positions. 


Roosevelt's rough riders arrived at Juragua yesterday after 
forced marches 


through the swamps and thick chaparral. The 30th regiment aud a dynamite gua 
oarne with them, the force being under command of General Bates. 


Besides Roosevelt's rough riders there were four troops of the 1st cavalry and 


four troopi of the 6tb cavalry engaged. 


General Young commanded the expedition and was with the regulars, while 


Colonel Wood directed the operations of the rough riders several miles west. 


Both patties struck the Spaniards about the game time, and the flgbt lasted an 


hour. 


The Spaniards opened fire from the thick bush, and had every advantage ol 


numbers and position, bat the troops drove them back from the start, stormed the 
blook houses around which they inado the final stand, and sent them scattering 
over the mountain!.

Whereas, For reasons set forth in my proclama- 


tion of April 22, 1898, the blockade of the ports on the 
northern coast of Cuba, from Cardenas to Bahai 
Honda, inclusive, and of the port of Cienfuegos on the 
south coast of Cuba, were declared and instituted; and 


Whereas, It has become desirable to extend the 


blockade to other southern ports, therefore I, William 
McKinley, President of the United States, do hereby 
declare by proclamation that in addition to the block- 
ade of the ports specified in my proclamatiou of April 
22,1898, the United States of America will maintain 
an effective blockade of all ports on the south coast 
of Cuba from Cape Frances to Cape Cruz, inclusive; 
and also of Port San Juan, Island of Porto Rico. 
Neutral vessels in any ports to which the blockade by 
the present proclamation is extended, will be allowed 
thirty days to issue therefrom with cargo.

line of blockhouses, bat tbe enemy ia In- 
creasing In numbers, as the rebels occupy 
tho province* which ate inrrenderlng, 


"Torrential rains are innndatlng tbe 


Intrenobments, rendering the work of de- 
fense difficult. The number of tick among 
the troops la increasing, making the »it- 
nation very dlitresaing and oanalng In- 
oreawd deiertlons of the native toldlen. 


"It li estimated that thu Iniurgenti 


number 80,060 armed' with rlflei and 
100,000 armed with iwordi, eto. 


"Agulnaldo has summoned me to sur 


render, but I have treated his proposals 
wltb disdain, for I am determined to 
maintain the sovereignty of Spain and 
the honor of tbe flag to tbe last extrem- 
ity. 


"I have over 1000 sick and 200 wontid- 


ed. The citadel has been invaded by tbe

doned their homes owing to tha barbarity 
of tbe rebels.

The naval history of the United States 


la replete •with instances of individual 
bravery and heroism, that have mode 
Uncle Sam's sturdy tare especially dear 
to the hearts ol all patriotic American*, 


One of the most remarkable of these 


heroic deeds, the unusual character of 
which has given it a BpecioJ page in the 
naval annals of the country, was that 
of Eeuben James, an ordinary seaman, 
who saved the life of his commander, 
the famous Commodore Stephen Deca- 
tur, by a deliberate act of self-sacrifice 
that has hitherto remained unequaled. 


During a battle witi Tripolltan war 


vessels, in the early part of the present 
century, Decatur boarded one of the en- 
emy's ships to revenge the death of his 
brother, who had been treacherously 
killed by a Tripolitan commander. To* 
latter WRS singled ont for attack by De- 
catur, as soon a* he got aboard, and a 
fierce hand-to-band conflict ensued, 
The Turk wns a large, powerful roau, 
and grappled Decatur, both men falling 
on the deck. Just then another Tripoli- 
taa officer aimed a blow with his sword 
at Decatur's defenseless bead. Reuben 
James, an American sailor, both of 
whose arms were temporarilj- disabled 
by wounds, saw the impending 
blow, 


and, dashing forward, he interposed hip 
own head to saves that of his daring cap- 
tain. Fortunately the blow was n glanc- 
ing one, but it made a terrible gash in 
his Ekull. It was a long time before he 
recovered from the effects of tie blow; 
and hie brave act was suitably recog- 
nl/,e<l by congress, which granted him 
a pension, though he continued in active 
service. 


Besides being a brave man, James 


was ulso a philosopher of the Diogenes 
type, though he, probably, had never 
heard of that wise old man's interview 
with, the great Alexander. 
\Vhen his 


Injuries were healed James was asked by 
Decatur what he could do for him. The 
sailor, who was quarter gunner on the 
vessel, and had charge of the men's ham- 
mocks, touched, hie hat in the customary 
salute, and, after a moment's reflection, 
replied: 
"Nothing, sir, as I knows on, 


"cept you might let some 'un else give 
out the hammocks, when they're piped 
down." 


Beuben James was a true type of th« 


old-time tar, of the kind who looked 
upon a mere landsman as nn individual 
to be pitted, if not despised. He was a 
native of Delaware, and became asailoi 
when a mere lad. In 1707 he was cap- 
tured by a French privateer and suffered 
great hardship. That experience only 
intensified his love for a life on the 
ocean wave, and upon his liberation he 
shipped aboard tic Constellation, in 
1709, nnd ho took part in the battle be- 
tween that f rigatfl and the French war- 
ships, Insurgent and Vengeance. In 
1804, he Joined the famous 
frigate, 


United States, nnd was one of those who 
volunteered to accoinpaiiy Lieut. St& 
phen Decatur, when that fearless spir- 
it determined to destroy the American 
warship, Philadelphia, which had fallen 
into the hands of the enemy, nnd lay In 
the harbor of Tripoli. He remained un- 
der Decatur's command and took part 
In the numerous fierce conflicts which 
marked America's naval war with the 
Tripolitnns. 


lie followed Decatur to the Enteir- 


prise, tho Constitution, and the Con- 
gress; and was with him in the United 
States when thnt frigate captured the 
Macedonian. He was also with his old 
commander aboard the President when 
she had to surrender to a whole British 
squadron in January, 1815, on which oc> 
cation Jaaics was wo\mded three times 
before he would go below and have his 
injuiies attended to. Ho took part in 
the naval war \vlth Algiers, and during 
the long peace that followed be was 
constantly cruising about in one or the 
other of the United States warships in 
the West Indies, the Mediterranean, or 
the Pacific ocean. lie used to say tha4 
he had taken part in "ten fights atid as 
many scrimmages." — Chicago Inter 
Ocean. 


Tli« TurklNh Treasury. 


On the occasion of the Kourban 


Baiinm one month's salary on account 
of arrears \vas paid to the members of 
the public scrMce In the Turkish em- 
piie. There ^a.s great rejoicing every- 
where, in the army as well as in civil 
lift. The troops Just leaving Thessaly, 
however, received not a sou marquee, 
for Ihe porte, after a careful considera- 
tion of their case, thought that "thead- 
vantage of their locality had sufficient- 
ly reimbursed them." When the first 
announcement was made, tov.ard the 
last of April, that the pnjment would 
tnke place on a certain day, much spec- 
ulation was indulged in, both at Con- 
stantinople anJ in Athens, as to where 
the money was coming from, 
Th« 


amount paid was £330,000 (Turkish). 
The Imperial Ottoman bank speedily 
solved the mystery by ascertaining that 
the minister of finance had resorted to 
the simple expedient of intercepting the 
first proceeds of tie sheep tax. which is 
pledged to the bank as security for the 
service of tho loan of 1806, and other 
matters. On discovering how the af- 
fairs stood the bank addressed a letter 
of protest to Te^flk Pasha, to which 
that minister replied, pleading the 
pressure of necessity and pledging his 
honor to respect the assignment of the 
sheep tax in, tho future.—Chicago Trib- 
une. 


Tlmt Tnke Pills. 


A French scientist is said to have in- 


rented a method of administering pills 
to plants so as to keep them in health 
and vigor with but very little other 
nourishment. It is easily found by 
analysis what particular material each 
sort cf plant chiefly needs. This found, 
the necessary salts are inclosed in a 
prepared metal case and buried under 
the roots. 
They dissolve slowly and 


gradually, the pace being regulated by 
tbe thickness of the cover, and are thus 
absorbed by the plant.—Chicago Chron- 
icle.

Through tbe organization of a branch 


f tbe Army and Navy League, which Is 
>eing promoted tj the members of the 
Woman's olub of this city,an opportunity 
will be afforded ull patriotic and charit- 
ably Inclined people to assist in n EVS- 
lematlo and practical manner the soldiers 
and sailors of Illinois and their families 
or any one who has been left at home de- 
icdent upon them. 


The league was organized at Sprinoficld 


and was the outgrowth of tbe dusiro of'tho 
litlzens of the state to help |the solalers 
n a thoroughly practical manner. It w»s 
decided that a state organization with tbe 
auxiliary leagues through which it would 
be possible fcr those knowing best the 
needs of the soldiers to work together in 
a systematic manner was the best possl- 
)le way to reach both tbo soldiers aud 
their families, for It 11111=6 bo remembered 
ihat many of the members of tho state 
militia and others who enlisted left f.iral- 
ies behind who woro entirely dependent 
on their fathers, brothers or husbands, as 
the ease might be, for support. In mauy 
of the large cities thu suffering of these 
families has been pitiful and intense but 
all cases are being relieved as rapidly as 
possible through tho agencies ol tho 
.eague. 
The greater part of the work of 


helping tbe families has fcoen clone in 
Chicago, wboro in many oases tho entire 
family is now being supported by the 
league and will be until other means are 
provided. 


Tho object of tbo Decatur league will 


necessarily be the helping of tho soldiers 
and sailors of the state by^providlng food 
aud clothing and other comforts. 
The 


national leaguo has been granted tho 
privilege ot sending all supplies to tho sol- 
diers at a greatly reduced rate and those 
who wish to help tbe soldiers will know 
that the raLlroad corporations are assist- 
ing them In their work. 


Not only will the ladies of thoWoman's 


olub be interested In forming the branch 
of the league in Deoatur, but ail organ- 
izations of both men and women will be 
naked to become a part of the league Tho 
oillcers of the league are:

CONSTITUTION. 


Tho following Is the constitution and 


tho most important of the by-laws: 


NAME. 


Tbe name of this organization shall be 


tlie Illinois Army and Navy League 


OBJECT. 


Tho object of this league shall bo: 


To assist and comfort Illinois soldiers In 
our armies and sailors on board our war- 
ships, and their families and dependents 
at home. This league shall be non-par 
tisan and non-sectarian. 


OFFICERS. 


The officers shall consist of: 
A presi- 


dent, seven (7) vice presidents, one from 
eaoh supremo judicial district; n secw. 
tary, a treasurer, ami an executive coir- 
ni It tee of twenty-two (32) members, one 
from each congressional district in tho 
state. 


DUTIES. 


The duties of the officers and commit- 


9 shall be such as are ind touted by 


their respective titles 
POWER EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


Tho executive oommlttoe shall take 


measures to orgauizu auxiliaries in the 
several counties of thu state. hbiM appoint 
ill necessary committees, sbull fill vacan- 
cies, and shall have full charge and uon- 
;rol of the affairs of tho loaguo. 
It shall 


work in co-operation with the military 
and naval authorities of Illinois and tbe 
United States. 


BOARD OK AUDIT. 


The board of audit shall consist of tho 


adjutant general, the auditor 
of public 


accounts and the president of tbe state 
jonrd of public charities who shall, from 
time to timo, audit all aooounts and 
vouchers ot the leaguo. 


BY-LAWS.. 


1 ho work of tho leaguo is horoby de- 


olared to Include: 


First—Aid and comfort to tbo soldiers 


aud sailors at the front. 


Second—The care of their families and 


dopondents at homo. Tho ilrst objoot will 
bo attained through she general officers 
of the Inapuo and the second through the 
looal leagues organized throughout the 
country. 


Eaoh auxiliary league shall determine 


for itself the manner and amount of its 
contributions and the purpose for which 
snob contributions shall be dispensed, but 
all goods Intended for the use of soldiers 
and sailors at tho front shall lo for- 
wa;ded In accordance with regulation!) to 
be estalblshed 
by tho league quarter- 


master, conformable to such instructions 
as may be issued by the departments of 
war and ot the navy, under the seal or 
label of tho Illinois Army and Navy 
League recognized by the transportation 
companies; and moneys intended for use 
at tho front shall preferably bo seni 
through the treasurer of tho league, but 
mny be sent directly by the nnxilinrj 
league, at its discretion; but the disposi 
tion mndo of all such moneys sent dl 
reotly shall be reported to the secretary 
of tho state league; but moneys intended 
for the relict of fnmllies aud dependent: 
at homo shall be disbursed by tbe treas 
urors of tho auxiliary leagues. 


For the sako of greater efficiency in thi 


work undertaken by the League, thi 
president shall appoint the 
following 


standing committees, subject to the ap 
proval of the executive committee: 


First —A committee on finance, whose 


duty it shall bo to devise ways and means 
for tho raising of needed subscriptions 
and contributions; also to examine anc 
approvo tbe accounts and vouchers of 
president, secretary and treasurer, and 
generally to oversee the business manage 
ment of tho affairs of tho League, ani 
give counsel with reference to tho same 


Second. A committee on relief and aid 


to inquire in connection with the quarter 
mnsti'i Into the needs of soldlors and 
sailors, and to make such rncommcnda 
tions to the executive committee as *hey 
may deem best, and report them to thli 
committee and Its executive officers, In 
order that they may bo known and pro 
vidod for. 


Third. A committee on promotion ant 


publicity, to act ns tbo medium of com 
municatlon between the league and thi 
public, through tho newspapers or other 
wNo, and in all practical ways, to maki 
Its alma ana 
Its work more widely 


known. 


Fourth A committee on transporta 


tlon. 


iifth, And such other standing com 


mitteos as may hereafter be ordered b; 
the executive committee.
